Trainizng and Pruning the Tomato. 


Truckers who grow the tomato ‘‘for

Tho32 who have acrop 
may reckon on a good price for them, 
and bushel for bushel lexpect they will 
be worth a3 much aswheatin the fall. 1 
saw atenacre feld the other day that 
the farmer had planted as I suggested in 
my talk of April 15, flat planted and 
harrowed twice before the pota oes zot 
avove the ground. The soil was full of 
fonl seeds, bnt the harrow made a clear- 
ance of them, and when scraped between 
the rove afthey got well marked in the 
rows, those potatees need very little hoe- 
ing.

I met a practical sheep farmer the 
other day who had jus: sold his wool. 
He knows how to raise good wool, and of 
course gets the top price, a cent above 
market quotations. In this country 
among people I see, wool growing is a 
mystery. The expert buyercan tell ata 
glance how the sheep were managed on 
which the wool grow. If well fea at one 
time and neglected a‘ another the fibre 
showe the fact as plainly as any written 
record, Sheep tbat have to take tlieir feed 
from an overheal stack get loaded up 
with duet and chaff and the wouder ie 
how some ofthat kind of woo! fiods a 
market at any price. There is not a 
fortune now a3 there was a few years 
back but in the hande of men that knew 
their busineee, and the proper soil to 
graz2 their eheep, are atill about as good 
money as moat things we can try. Where 
they have been ellowed to contract wan- 
dering habits they get to be a nuisance, 
but it is astonishing howa well bred 
flock can betrained to keep their own 
ground. Near Winnipeg ie a rather un- 
tavorabis field for sheep farming or a 
grower of early lamb could make more 
sut of it than from anv kind of etock.

I fear we ate now on the threshold of 
one of the worst epidemics of rust that 
this province has yet known. The aver- 
age writer of weekly crop reports will 
wake upto the fac: after our wheat is 
red with rust, but itig best for the far- 
mer to make a note of it at once, and if 
he has sound old wheat to sell, to go ern 
himselfaccordingly. ast year rust was 
practically unknoa#n. his year it is too 
early to sav much about suiut, but rust is 
showing already toa dangerous extent, 
and I fear that time wil! not modify the 
alarm sucha visitatation may well crea‘e. 
“mut can to a very large extent be pre- 
vented, but against rust we are practi- 
caily helpless. Wecan trace smut from 
startto finish. But though it pte 
certain that rust ie a vegetable parasite 
of the same claceas smut, we cannot tell 
how long its germs will keep alive and 
ready to lay its grasp on our cerea! crops, 
whenevera fayorabie opportunity comes 
round. It was long thought that rust 
came in the air, and that a warm moist |} 
night, such as we have sean repeatedly 
in th last few weeks is the cause of the 
rust. I beheve such nighte to do much 
to foster rust and epread it, bat snch 
weather ia only the occasion, not the true 
cause of what we see. In some places 
the damage is already severe and though 
there isa lot of beautiful grain every- 
where, we cannot tell how it may be 
atected in another fortnight of the pre- 
sent warm, moist weather, There is bo 
means bow known of prevention or cure. 
the parasite fattens on the jiices that 
shonid go to make good grain, and slower 
ripening as well as a much- poorer crop 
is the certain result wherever the rust 
takes hold. in plenty of cases the 
famage is 80 great, the grain is moi worth 
harvesting, and the straw is only fit for) 
burning. A timel, rainfall might help | 
to invigorate the plant and enable itto, 
partially resist the e Tact of the rust, but | 
as I write, the outiook that way is Dot) 
particulariy bright. [am not @ profes-| 
sional alarmist, but the “reliable” re- 

rts I read everywhere will be put at 
their full value a month from now, and if | 
any of our readers have good wheat they 
are selling at ivc, I decidedly advise 
them to wait a bit and see what another 
ten days will develop: The market can- 
not well get lower, and if it is to riee, the 
elevator men need not get all.the profit. 
It has been hinted to me that the rust 
symptoms are already very strong in 
Dakota. Thie is not at all unlikely. ae they 
have had the same weather conditions as 
we bave experienced. But in the case

A Japanese Colonization Schéme. 


Among the paseengers landed at San 
Francisco by the eteamer China, from 
sho Memotoand T. Jukaskado, promin- 
ent Japanese businese men, whose errand 
is to arrange the detaile of a gigagtic co!- 
onizationecheme in Mexico. They have 
secured an option on 300,00 acres of 
land, in the state of Chiapus, Mexico, 
and are on the way south to coasummate 
the deal. The land will be sold to them 
at$1 per acre. The immense tract will 
be cut up into sma!l farme, and ba oper- 
ated by coolie labor, brought from Japan. 
Cotton, sugar, iobacco and other producte 
adaped to tne climate will be raised. In 
addition to tne above scheme, sho Me- 
moto has been commissioned by the 
Japanese to investigate the trade pros- 
pectsof Mexico and Centra! America. 
The desire of the Japanese is to trade di- 
rectly with the conntries south of the 
United States as far down as Panama, and 
a steamship line has been eudsidized to 
ron to porta along the Pacific coat.

A Town Burned Up. 

The town of Malvern, Ark., at the 
janction of the Hot Springs r ilway, was 
almost entirely wiped oat by tire early! 
the other morning. Malvern wasa li:tle! 
city of about 6,000 inhabitants, the busi- 
nese portion of the place being clustered 
around the railroad station. Ali this 
section was destroyed, only three busi- 
ness houses remaining. The total loz is 
estimated from $)),000 to $400,000, only 
a small portion covered by insurance.

The fire is the 
result ofa plot to destroy the town. The 
blaz+ broke out about midnight in three 
different piaces, and as there wae no 
apparatas the tire burned itself out. Four 
men are under arrest, charged with 
starting the fire, and the people are in 
such a state of exeitement that there is 
strong probability that the incendiaries 
will be summarily dealt with.
